MR.  THOMAS  DUGGAiN  SPEAKS 

I'aiuoiid  Towers  of  London 
And  Dover  Ucscribed 
In  Historj  Lecture 


Members  of  the  John  Gilinaty 
Shea  Acadeiir,  of  tlisloiy  were 
ireiiled  to  au  interesting  lec- 
ture on  ’‘Tlie  Mediaeval  Castle”, 
hy  Mr.  Thomas  Duggan. 

Mr.  Duggan  outlined  the  vari- 
ous stage.s  in  the  ileveloimieiil 
of  eastles,  from  the  ninth  cen- 
tury until  the  height  of  the 
feudalistic  period  in  tin*  thir- 
teeuth  cenluiy.  He  then  de- 
scribed a few  typical  ciistles, 
such  as  tliat  of  Dover,  and  the 
funious  Tower  of  Londou. 

••The  ca.slle  was  usually  built 
upon  a promontory  formeil  hy 
the  junction  of  two  rivers. 
There  were  two  reasons  for  so 
doing;  lirst,  in  time  of  war  this 
made  the  castle  accessible  from 
only  one  .side,  on  land,  and  sec- 
ond, in  time  of  peace  it  made 
coniiuiinicatioD  and  trade  much 
easier.” 

.'.irJy  r— srir.  tjir^'sfed  of 
a large,  rough  tower,  surround- 
ed by  a palisade  of  heavy  tim- 
bers, and  reenforced  on  the 
landward  side  by  a ditch.  With- 
in tJiese  walls  were  lints  for 
refugee.s,  store  houses  for  a 
limited  quantity  of  supplies  and 
rude  stalls  for  cattle.  It  was 
not  until  the  end  of  the  twelfth 
century  that  castles  were  im- 
proved and  in  many  coses  re- 
constructed. This  was  due  to 
new  ideas  of  attack  and  defense 
which  the  reluming  cnisaders 
had  gleaned  from  observation  of 
the  Saracen  sirongholds,"

For  (liose  students  who  iu- 
tend  to  enter  Medical  school  or 
pm-sue  Dental  studies  next 
year,  and  wish  to  do  some  work 
in  Embryology,  this  branch  will 
be  given  at  the  Saturday 
cla.^ses.

Mr..  Smith  would  bo  moro  easily 
defeuted  beeuuse  of  the  relifii- 
ons  predujioo  against  liim. 

The  negative,  in  defending 
Mr.  Smith  declared  thiit  as  In- 
was  .a  man  who  lnnl  risen  from 
the  r.aiiks  lie  would  have  I lie  in 
tere.sts  of  the  people  more  at 
heart.  They  said  that  floverimr 
Uoosevelt.  eontrary  to  making  a 
firm  stand  on  Proliihitiou,  had 
straddled  the  issue.  Whereas. 
Mr.  Smith  is  clearly  known  to 
favor  the  repeal  of  the  Eight- 
eenth Amendment,  would  at 
least  be  sure  of  every  wet  vote 
and  hence  would  be  more  likely 
to  be  elected. 

A vote  by  members  of  the 
Society  adjudged  the  negative 
aide  the  winner. 

The  Afllrnuitive  side  of  the 
.second  debate,  “Resolved:  That 
the  tJ.  S.  Government  should 
grant  licenses  for  public  sweep- 
stakes as  a means  of  securing 
aid  for  hospitals”,  held  on 
Wednesday,  February  3.  wa.s 
upheld  by  Messrs.  May  and  Cos- 
tello against  Messrs.  Eastman 
and  Fnsting. 

The  affirmative  stated  that 
the  present  support  of  our  bo.s- 
pitals  was  very  meager  and  that 
a sweepstakes  would  supply  a 
means  of  revenue  so  difficult  to 
obtain  at  present. 

The  negative  declared  that 
sweepstakes  would  not  benefit 
the  hospitals  to  any  great  de 
gree  after  the  expenses  and 
taxes  had  been  taken  from  the 
total  amount  collected.  They 
also  said  that  this  means  wouhl 
lead  to  private  speculation  and 
would  cause  contributions  and 
bequests  to  cease.  Tliej'  then 
showed  that  only  four  hospitals 
had  benefited  from  the  Irish 
sweepstakes  held  last  year.  No 
vote  was  taken  on  this  debate. 

Other  subjects  for  the  coining 
year  are,  “Resolved  : That  in  the 
execution  of  criminals  in  the 
state  of  Maryland  electrocution 
should  he  substituted  for  hang- 
ing”; ••Resolved:  That  the  Fed 
eral  government  should  assist 
states  in  suppressing  gangster 
crimes";  “Resolved:  That  intra- 
mural athletics  supplant  extra- 
mural athletics  in  our  colleges”. 
The  speakers  nppointetl  for  the 
last  few  debates  tire  Messrs. 
Hans.  Cochrane.  Lee,  Lewis. 
Flynn.  Melin  and  Polek.  Sev- 
eral open  forum  discussions  are 
listed. 

It  is  not  yet  certain  whether 
there  will  be  any  debatc.s  with 
outside  teams.  I>ast  year  and 
tie  year  before  the  Freshmen 
Society  met  Pordham. 

The  questions  selected  for 
this  seuie-stcr  are  most  timely 
and  interesting.  The  Roosc- 
velt-Smilli  debate  may  prove  to 
be  a forecast  of  future  events: 
the  “National  swecfistakes”  ar- 
gument is  a debatable  question 
inasimicb  as  crie.s  are  going  n|j 
ill!  over  tlie  countn'  to  the  ef- 
fect tliiil  hos()ital.s  and  medical

Itnller  came  inlo  Baltimore 
willi  tlio  Boston  Light  Artillery 
and  the  StUh  New  York  Regi- 
ment.

Feileral  Hill  has  vemained 
peaci  ically  unchmiged  since 
then  ami  will  continue  to  he  a 
ideasaut  retreat  until  it  is  seen 
that  it  interferes  with  the  har- 
hor  development  or  some  like 
projei't.  and  then  another  old 
landmark  will  vanish.

‘•Wings",  an  Antliological 
work  compiled  by  th(?  Arts 
riass  of  Ateiieo,  is  unique  in 
many  respects.  The  happy  title, 
well  fulfills  The  editorial  hopes, 
and  the  fledging  made  a remark- 
ahly  high  flight.  Having  once 
experienced  the  thrill  of  tlic 
upper  reaches  we  are  expectant 
of  greater  sustained  fliglits  by 
mil*  Philippine  confreres. 

The  essays  on  the  old  masters 
of  Hreck  and  Roman  literature 
are  studious  and  well  worked 
over  compositions,  showing  a 
deep  appreciation  and  love  of 
the  best  in  literature.  There 
are  others,  equally  as  well  done, 
on  sonic  of  the  more  modern 
poct.s.  The  bmindary  spurning 
soul  of  Shelley  is  there,  and  Hie 
heantiful  “Adonais"  Byron. 

As  for  the  poetry  we  feel  like 
the  haekwoodsmaii  when  he 
first  saw  an  aeroplane,  “I  don't 
believe  it"  Here  indeed,  is  a 
worthwhile  effort,  but  no,  effort 
suggests  labor  and  these  poems 
have  ail  case  and  facility  of  ex- 
pression reinarkable  for  a 
Frcshiiian  Class. 

Freshmen  are  supposed  to 
write  vei’sc,  but  here  we  find 
poetry.  There  is  also  some 
ligiK  verj.e  iiiter[)oseil  lu  bal- 
ance (he  more  serious  works. 
“In  the  Talkies",  by  Leon  Huer- 
rei'o,  .Ir..  is  satirically  Hora- 
tian.  The  same  author  iu  his 
■•Ctirabao"  has  chosen  an  or- 
iliiiary  ciuiimonphice  scene  and 


fully  reminiscent  of  Chester- 
tons,  “The  Donkey". 

Among  the  e.ssays,  “The  T'oice 
of  Cicero",  “Solitude”,  “Hom- 
er's Battles",  “Shtdley  and  the 
West  Wind"  ami  “God’s 
Mother"  are  especially  com- 
mended both  for  their  tliought 
content  and  their  .skilful  and 
delicate  treatment.  It  is  im- 
mediately evident  that  much 
thought  and  time  has  been  lav- 
ished on  the  writing  of  these  es- 
sav.s  and  the  finished  product 
thoroughly  justifies  this 
measure. 

The  poetry  may  be  divided 
into  two  classes  as  regards  the 
style  and  length.  There  are 
many  little  passages  of  four 
lines  tliat  closely  resemble  a 
quatrain  of  Fr.  Tabb.  Under 
this  classification  might  be  men- 
tioned, “Dirge”,  “Dawn”  a n d 
“To  A Rose"  and  there  are  sev- 
eral other  poems  of  from  four  to 
fifteen  lines  tliat  come  iu  for 
<-ousiderable  praise. 

“Time  and  Death”,  “Money" 
ami  “Sunset”  are  very  well  doue 
and  the  lu-st,  especially,  con- 
tains some  very  beautiful  de- 
scriptive passages.  One  of  the 
bo.st  of  the  poems  is,  Homer’.s 
Passion  Harden.  Thought  and 
description  are  beautifully 
blended  in  a combination  that 
is  the  ultimate  aim  of  poets. 
But  to  return  to  a general  view- 
point, it  is  only  possible  to  say 
that  “Wings”  is  a book  of 
poetry  tiiax  suouTG  arriSe  its 
authors  proud,  and  one  that  has 
certainly  given  plea.sure  and  en- 
joyment to  its  reviewers.  To 
the  Staff  of  “Wings”  we  say 
congratulations  and  best  wishes 
for  your  future  endeavors.

(Continued  from  Page  1,  Colunia  11 
iiig  occupied  the  high  cliff  of 
D(jver  has  long  pereisted,  and 
is  justified  by  still  existiug 
traces."  With  this  sweeping  re- 
mark the  essayist  introduced  a 
long  discussion  of  the  castles 
which  are  supposed  to  have 
stood  on  this  site.  He  enumer- 
ated and  described  iu  some  de- 
tail three  distinct  fortresses, 
the  Roman  camp  iu  very  an- 
cient times,  the  Saxon  work  of 
which  traces  remain,  and  the 
Nornuui  keep  which  survivtjs 
till  this  day. 

The  Tower  of  London  was  the 
last  point  discussed  by  the  lec- 
turer. In  reality  it  is  a coni- 
hinatiou  of  many  towers,  all  of 
which,  as  was  pointed  out  by 
Mr.  Duggan,  have  a very  roman- 
tic history.  The  meeting  closed 
on  a rather  melancholy  note, 
with  a few  remarks  upon  the 
graveyard  which  lie.s  at  the  foot 
nf  Tower  Hill.  “In  truth”, 
writes  Macauley.  “liieiv  is  iio 
sadder  spot  on  the  earth  than 
that  little  cemetery.  Death  is 
there  associated. . .with  what- 
ever is  darkest  in  human  nature 
ami  in  liumnn  de.stiny,  with  the 
savage  triimiph  of  implacable 
eiieihie.s.  with  th(>  inconstancy, 
the  ingratitude,  the  cowardice 
of  friends,  with  till  the  miseries 
of  fallen  greatness  and  hlighted 
raiiie." 


Column  5) 
satirists  of  their  times,  Mr. 
Bradley  cited  passages  of  their 
works  and  then  quoted  in 
.scholarly  fashion  the  Latin 
lines  from  which  the  passages 
were  derived. 

\t  the  conclusion  of  the  lec- 
ture, Mr.  Arthur,  who  acted  as 
cliairiuau,  invited  the  audience 
not  only  to  present  difficulties 
to  he  answered  by  the  speaker 
but  even  to  attempt  to  “sink 
liiin".  To  this  challenge  there 
were  many  responses,  although 
none  succeeded  in  outwitting 
Mr.  Bradley.  By  answering  all 
questions  he  showed  tliat  bis 
knowledge  of  the  subject  was 
very  extensive. 

Mr.  Bradley  in  answer  to 
difficulties  directed  at  him,  as- 
serted that  of  all  the  classicists 
of  the  eighteenth  eontiiry,  Addi- 
son was  most  influenced  by 
Horace  and  tliat  Pope  was  more 
indebted  to  Horace  than  to 
■Juvenal,  altlio’  he  also  imitated 
The  latter  to  some  extent. 

The  audience,  which  was  the 
largest  yet  1o  he  present  at  one 
of  lliese  lectme.s,  inclmled  mem- 
liei's  of  the  faculty,  alumni  and 
meuihers  of  the  College  classic- 
al circles.

Perhaps 
they  have  noticed  that  the  six 
memorial  windows  on  the  right 
side  of  the  Chapel  bear  the 
names  of  former  Loyola  Stu- 
dents who  dii'il  as  members  of 
the  Society  of  .lesus.  and  that 
the  onc.s  on  the  left  are  in  mem- 
ory of  those  loyal  sons  of  Loy- 
ola who  made  the  supreme 
sacrifice  in  (he  World  War,  It 
is  with  rhi.s  latter  group  that 
the  present  series  of  articles 
will  deal. 

Behind  every  one  of  those 
names  is  a history — a liistory 
of  sclf-sacrilice  and  devotion  to 
duty  in  wliicli  (he  principles  of 
courage  and  manliness  wiiich 
these  men  learned  during  llioir 
years  a(  Loyola  played  no  little 
part.  -•Viid  so.  to  the  memory  of 
these  loyal  sons  this  series  of 
articles  is  dedicated,  that  (he 
story  of  tiieir  nohl<‘  deeds  may 
not  lieciinio  obscured  by  the 
jiassage  of  time  luit  live  on  as 
an  inspiring  tradition  to  all 
l.oyola  men. 

Jusciili  T.  JJanlnn,  '12 

Lieutciiaot  Uoulon  was  liorjt 
in  Baltimore  on  March  3,  1S93. 
He  entered  Loyola  High  School 
iu  1904.  continued  on  to  the 
College  and  ended  a lirilliant 
eareer  at  Loyola  in  1012.  Dur- 
ing his  entire  course  he  distin- 
guished liiinself  as  a student  of 
great  scholastic  ability  and  re- 
ceived (ho  “General  Excellence 
Medal”  in  his  Sophomore  year 
at  (’ollege. 

From  Loyola  he  went  to 
Columbia  University,  N.  Y.. 
where  he  took  up  the  study  of 
mechanical  engineering  and 
was  graduated  with  highest 
hoiiovs  in  191(5.  During  his 
yeai-s  there  he  won  the  esteem 
Ilf  hotli  his  teachers  and  asso- 
ciates. After  his  graduation  he 
received  a position  as  mechan- 
ical engineer  with  the  Ingersoll- 
Rand  Company  of  New  York. 
Some  time  later  became  engag- 
ed to  Miss  Dorcas  Carleton,  of 
St.  Louis.  Missouri. 

IVhen  tlie  United  States  en- 
tered the  Great  War  Mr.  Han- 
lon enlisted  and  was  appointed 
a second  lieutenant  in  the 
3()th  Engineers  of  the  Chemical 
Warfare  Service.  He  sailed  for 
France  on  December  26,  1917, 


spending  the  evening  before  his 
departure  with  a former  school 
companion,  Mr.  Paul  Brown, 
S.  J,,  'll.  In  recognition  for 
work  done  for  the  French  Gov- 
ernment, Lieutenant  Hanlon 
was  awarded  the  C r o i s d e 
Guerre  with  gold  star  on  Juno 
IS  by  General  Passayu  of  the 
\'III  Army. 

In  two  letters  written  to 
Father  Fleming,  then  Dean  of 
Studies  at  Loyola,  he  said, 
"These  are  the  days  behind  the 
big  push.  It  is  impossible  for 
us  to  operate,  but  we  are  able 
to  do  road  repairing  iu  the  ad- 
vanced area  and  so  the  Com- 
pany is  busy  at  that.  In  a way 
I’m  glad  because  we  are  ou  the 
scene  of  action,  and  are  aiding 
greatly  in  gelting  the  needed 
stuff  to  tlie  boys  who  are  really 
doing  the  trick.  Father,  the 
Yanks  are  sure  ‘there’  and 
every  day  I hccnine  prouder  of 
being  one  of  them.”  “There  is 
a philosophy  of  war.  It  mean.s 
in  e.sseuce;  ‘Beat  the  enemy; 
protect  your  own!’  he  doc.s  not 
[iliiy  tile  game  .squarely  lull  we 
are  going  to  heat  him.” 

Six  days  after  these  letters 
were  written.  Lieulomint  Han- 
lon was  killed  iu  action  at 
(’lialeaii-Thierry  on  the  Sois- 
soiis-Rlieiuis  front.  He  died  as 
he  had  lived,  bravely,  unselfish- 
ly, while  looking  out  for  the 
safety  of  his  men.  Ou  the  iiiglit 
of  July  .‘10-31  lie  was  in  charge 
of  a parly  of  men  carrying  am- 
inunitiou  forward  to  the  front 
lines  for  a Stoko.s-Mortar  ojieru- 
tion.  The  men  were  stretched 
out  in  a long  single  file  wlien 
the  enemy  hegau  dropping 
shells  close  to  the  rear  of  the 
line  where  Lieutenant  Hanlon’s 
party  was.  Two  of  his  men 
wore  hit  and  a.s  he  ran  to  give 
them  aid,  another  shell  explod- 
ed, mortally  wounding  him.  He 
did  not  live  to  reach  the  dress- 
ing station. 

Lieutenant  Hanlon  was  the 
first  officer  in  the  Chemical 
Warfare  Service  to  be  killed  in 
action.  He  was  buried  in  the 
American  Officers’  Cemetery  at 
Chaiimont,  with  full  military 
honors,  and  a gas  e.xperimental 
field  in  the  vicinity  was  named 
“Hanlon  Field”  in  his  honor, 
and  a granite  atone  to  his  mem- 
ory was  set  up  at  the  entrance.

CATULLUS’  AND  VARRD'S 
SCHOLARSHIP  DISCUSSED 

TOPICS  OF  LATIN  CIRCLE 

Juseph  Feeney,  who  spoke  on 
“The  Lyric  Iticliness  of  Catul- 
lus’’, and  Andrew  lioliiuau,  who 
spoke  uu  "Roinau  Seholarship 
as  Typified  iu  Vurro”,  deliv- 
ered the  first  lectures  of  the 
new  semester  in  the  Freshman 
Latin  Classical  Circle,  uu  Fri- 
day, February  5. 

tlaiiis  Valerius  Catullus,  ac- 
eonliiig  to  the  lecturer,  was 
born  in  Verona  iu  84  B.  C.  This 
great  Latin  poet,  euniing  as  lie 
did  from  a wealthy  family,  en- 
joyed. ill  Hie  glittering  society 
of  Riniie,  a life  uf  luxurious 
pleasure  wliicli  is  conslaiitly  re- 
vealed in  his  writings,  as  is  his 
hive  for  Clodia,  tlie  faseimiting 
wife  of  Metellus,  governor  uf 
Gaul.  His  hopeless  love  for  her, 
Ciitiilhks  immortalizes  in  his 
|ioeni.s  about  “Lesbiii”  wliieli 
are  filled  with  a great  wealth 
uf  pa.ssioiiate  yearning  and 
rich  lyrical  exprossinns.  How- 
ever, when  lie  ciiiiie  to  know  of 
her  immerous  infidelities,  his 
tluMiie  changed  from  one  of  love 
to  one  of  uiistrust,  disillusion 
and.  filially,  hati'cd. 

The  decadent  poetry  in  the 
age  uf  Caesar  makes  more 
prumiiieut  the  daring  of  Catul- 
lus when  he  breaks  away  from 
its  iiilliiciice.  Tu  these  closiug 
years  in  Kunie,  belung  his  at- 
tacks on  CiU'.sar.  In  politics,  ho 
was  swayed  rather  liy  liis  likes 
and  dislikes  Hian  by  princi- 
pn-s;  niPT  tie'^attifeireil  Cae.sar  lu 
many  uf  liis  writings,  but 
evenfiiall}'  apulogized  aud  was 
furgiveu. 

t.'atulhi.s  wrote  one  hiiudrcd 
ami  sixteeu  pueais,  which  reveal 
liiiii  as  a writer  with  a lieurt  of 
(ire.  Here  are  poems  possessed 
of  brevity — the  brevity  of  pas- 
sionule  youth;  they  arc  vital 
with  the  gloiv  uf  love  or  in- 
dignation. Jlost  of  tliese  are 
short,  where  a iiiouieiil's  feeling 
is  eternal  in  its  iutensity. 

No  doubt  Catullus’  place  is 
aiiiuiig  Hie  great  lyric  poets 
of  tlie  world.  It  has  been  said 
that  lie  is  “the  third  next  to 
Sapplui  and  Shelley".  Ue  was 
the  lighlljouse  which  pointed 
uii(  the  way  to  a more  exact 
prosody  and  a richer  versiUea- 
Hun;  he  was  indeed.  “The  ten- 
deresi  uf  Roman  poets". 

Mr.  Hohman,  in  his  lecliire 
on  the  scliolar.sliip  of  Varro. 
stated  tliut  this  prolific  writer 
was  born  at  Rcate  in  the  Sa- 
bine country  in  IHl  B,  C.  He, 
like  Catullus,  liLdongcd  to  the 
upper  class  at  Ronie.  He  put 
Hie  finishing  touches  to  a fine 
education  at  Atlieus  under  the 
tuleliige  of  Hie  philo.soplier, 
Antiocluis.  Learning,  however, 
dill  not  make  Varro  a hermit, 
for  he  was  actively  engaged  in 
politics  in  the  Roman  capital 
for  some  time. 

As  a scholar,  Varro  pene- 
trated into  almost  every  realm 
of  learning.  It  is  said  that  by 
the  end  of  his  seventy-eighth 
year,  he  had  written  seven  heb- 
domads of  books.  The  grand 
total  of  Varro’s  life  work  has 
been  c-stimated  by  Retseb.  as

J.  Fitzpatrick,  '09.  was  Presi- 
dent. Even  then,  the  ‘‘Qnes 
tionnaire”  was  not entirely 
eomplete.  and  naturally,  since 
(hat  lime  there  have  been  many 
changes  due  to  deaths,  changes 
in  re.sidence  and  business  posi- 
tion. Reside.s,  none  of  the 
.-llunini  after  1925  are  listed. 

In  order  to  be  efficient  and 
beneficial  the  Association 
should  be  in  con.stant  contact 
with  it.s  members.  A new 
•‘liuestioniiaind’  would  be  the 
means  of  doing  this  and  it  is 
foH  that  a new  issue  of  this 
highly  useful  little  book  is  now 
in  order.

Column  6i 
seveiity-four  dill'ereul  works 
comin'islug  .six  hundred  and 
twenty  single  volumes.  Varro 
lias  written  on  the  liberal  arts, 
gramiiiar,  logic,  rhetoric,  geom- 
etry. music,  medicine  and 
architectiire.  Ilis  .style,  how- 
ever, is  not  to  be  eoiniiarcd  with 
tlie  easy,  tlowing  style  of  Cict^ro. 
His  philosophy  was  not  Iran- 
scendently  great;  it  was  rather 
shrewd  than  [irofouiid. 

For  his  all-around  services  to 
lileralure,  no  lieKer  summary 
can  be  given  than  Cicero's 
polished  eulogy.  Discerning 
that  Greek  scholarship  and 
science  had  left  Varro  in  spirit 
a Roiiian  of  the  Romans. 


Cicero  prefaces  a concise  re- 
view of  his  aohieveiiieuts  with 
this  line  te.stiinony : “When  we 
felt  ourselves  foreigners  and 
wanderers  — strangers  as  it 
were,  iu  our  own  Rome,  your 
books  may  be  said  to  have  coii- 
dncled  u.s  home,  and  enabled  us 
at  length  to  perceive  who  we 
Romans  were*  and  M-here  W(‘ 
lived.”
